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Cultural Heritage 
Clarification 

As a recent appointee to 
the Sierra Madre Cultural 
Heritage Commission, I have 
read with interest the letters to 
the Editor concerning the 
modifications of the existing 
Cultural Heritage ordinance. 

Some of the letter writers 
seem to be unaware that the 
preservation of our cultural 
heritage has been a goal of the 
City for many years. The 
present ordinance has been in 
effect since 1987. At the time 
they created the Cultural 
Heritage Commission, the 
City Council required that its 
members have knowledge in 
architecture, history and real 
estate so their expertise could 
be utilized. 

As stated in the 1987 ordi¬ 
nance, “the commission shall 
designate and implement the 
preservation not only of land- 
mark structures, but the 
single family dwelling char¬ 
acter and mix of architectural 
styles in the community, as 
well as natural features, BY 
DOING SO. WE MAY 
ALSO PRESERVE THE 
QUALITY OF LIFE 
UNIQUE TO SIERRA 
MADRE. 

It is certain that most Si¬ 
erra Madre residents support 
these goals. 

In the last eight years, the 
hard-working Commission¬ 
ers on the Cultural Heritage 
Commission have approved 
the designation of 79 land¬ 
mark structures, and identi¬ 
fied historic preservation 
overlay zones. Some of the 
owners of these landmarks 
have applied for and received 
benefits from the City such as 
reduced fees and property tax 
relief under the Mills Act. By 
any measure the work of the 
Commission and its knowl¬ 
edgeable members has been 
an asset and positive force in 
our town. 

Preservation of significant 
landmarks does not occur in 
a vacuum. Every community 
that values its history and 
“unique quality of life” need 
knowledgeable and interested 
citizens to advise and assist 
the elected officials to pre- 
.serve their city’s charm and 
heritage. 

The City’s General Plan, 
that is currently being devel¬ 
oped, recognizes the impor¬ 
tance of preserving our his¬ 
torical housing stock. The 
Cultural Heritage Commis¬ 
sion is given the responsibil¬ 
ity of identifying our land¬ 
marks and working with the 
owners to protect and pre¬ 
serve them for future genera¬ 
tions. 

Citizens of Sierra Madre 


should know that the designa¬ 
tion of their property is an 
honor that does not subject 
them to any onerous require¬ 
ment unless a significant 
EXTERIOR alteration that 
requires a permit is contem¬ 
plated. When that occurs the 
owner will have the benefit of 
reduced building code re¬ 
quirements, waiver of fees 
and possible Mills Act tax 
relief. The owner will also 
receive the expert help and < 
of the Cultural Heritage 
Commission to retain the ac¬ 
curate historical features of 
the home. 

If the change requiring a 
permit creates an economic 
hardship, the owner has a 
right to apply to the Commis¬ 
sion and appeal to the City 
Council to be exempt from 
the ordinance by applying for 
a Certificate of Economic 
Hardship. The law and com¬ 
mon sense would not require 
a property owner to suffer 
serious economic loss be¬ 
cause their property is histori¬ 
cally significant. 

It is important to note that 
the ordinance does not pro¬ 
hibit the subdivision of prop¬ 
erty. A historic structure may 
be a consideration under the 
ordinance, but the economic 
development of a large parcel 
that complies with zoning 
and subdivision requirements 
would not be precluded by 
the Cultural Heritage ordi¬ 
nance. 

While there is room for 
debate regarding the means 
of achieving the goals of the 
City and its residents in pre¬ 
serving our “unique quality of 
life,” all of Sierra Madre 
should be proud of their Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Commission 
and allow them reasonable 
tools to meet their goals. 

The proper checks and 
balances between preserva¬ 
tion and property rights de¬ 
serves rational and objective 
discussion rather than per¬ 
sonal attacks and unfounded 
charges against the Commis¬ 
sion.

After serving his medical 
practice in the Sierra Madre 
community for the past 32 
years. Dr. William E. White 
has moved his offices to the 
Arroyo Seco Medical Group 
in Arcadia as part of a merger 
between them and Sierra 
Madre Medical Center.

Local Artist Restores 
Sierra Madre a Piece 
at a Time

The delicate work of res¬ 
toration is a job that many 
people seem to 
underappreciate. There is 
much work that goes into re¬ 
storing paintings; using the 
right type of paper, glue and 
other materials that could be 
the difference in either restor¬ 
ing a painting or forever de¬ 
stroying it. 

Here in Sierra Madre in 
the Harlequin Gallery, Frank 
Van Dongen has that certain 
gift to restore art work to its 
original beauty. He has 
worked on various paintings 
from different eras, as well as 
'arious pieces, such as Monet 
iimd Utrollo. 

According to Van 
i:)ongen, there is much work 
t'lat takes place while restor¬ 
ing a painting. For instance, 
tissue paper, rabbit skin glue, 
iron, bees wax, and other 


"They could not afford the 
time, the smell, the solution, 
the products, or the ventila¬ 
tion needed to teach restora¬ 
tion." He noted that there are 
schools in his native Holland, 
Canada, and in Leningrad, 
Russia that still teach the pro¬ 
cess. 

Van Dongen said that 
much of the art of restoration 
has been lost because of this, 
as well as the attitude that 
needs to be given to such 
work. 

"In Europe, it went from 
father to son. You have to be 
totally in love with art. The 
new generation doesn't want 
to do it because it is a slow 
process. If you don't have 
enough love to do this, don't 
do it. You must also keep up 
schooling (on the subject), 
because you could destroy 
something very valuable." 

He also noted that the pay 
of restorating a painting is not 


Business has been looking 
good ever since the move. 
Van Dongen said that re¬ 
quests to restorate paintings 
have quadrupled and framing 
has doubled, but he has still 
not been able to sell art work 
because there are no windows 
that can showcase them. 

"I have about a thousand 
pieces of art sitting here not 
selling because of no win¬ 
dows," he said. 

He hopes that he can talk 
to the old landlord to get his 
lease back for the building. 

"So far, we are not on a 
talking basis," he said, "but 
hopefully in 1996, we can get 
together." 

As a way of saying thanks 
to Sierra Madre, Van Dongen 
will restore art work for the 
Sierra Madre Historical Soci¬ 
ety free of charge.

Neither of 
us plan to retire." 

White talked about many 
of the memories that they 
have about the Sierra Madre 
area, from him making house 
calls, going with police to 
check out people at the old 
police jail, to Dr. Johnson 
delivering many of today's 


Sierra Madre residents. 

"We would love to wish 
medicine was what it was like 
in the '60s," Dr. White said, 
"but medicine changes, times 
change, and things change." 

Even the environment that 
both doctors are practicing in 
are different as well. White 
said that the Sierra Madre 
Medical Center was quaint 
and nice, but because of the 
current trend in medicine, he 
feels there are some who 
would tend to look at the old 
building as not giving quality 
medical care. He also said 
that they needed to have up¬ 
dated equipment and effi¬ 
ciency to survive, which Ar¬ 
royo Seco has. 

He feels that because Ar¬ 
royo Seco Medical Group is 
close to the vicinity of Sierra 
Madre, there will not be 
much inconvience for resi¬ 


dents. 

"It's a convienent location, 
and it's closeby to Methodist 
hospital," White said. 

During his first day on 
Jan. 3, White said most of the 
patients he saw that day were 
positive about the change, 
while some wanted to know 
traffic routes to the new 
building. 

"They miss the old build¬ 
ing," White said, "but we 
must comply to certain regu¬ 
lations. We have to maintain 
standards." 

White said that he and 
Johnson, although they are in 
a new area, said that their 
hearts still belong to Sierra 
Madre, and they will con¬ 
tinue to partcipate actively 
within the community.

CPUC F REEZE S 
CAPS ON GTE 

PRICES 

The California Public Utilities Commission (CPUC) today 
froze price caps on most of GTE California (GTEC) phone 
services so that most rates will not change for at least three 
years. For GTEC, the freeze will apply for 1997 and 1998. 

GTEC did not convince the CPUC to eliminate price-cap 
regulation at this time. The Commission found, however, that 
the 5 percent productivity factor is inappropriate for the next 
three years primarily because the underlying a.s.sumptions and 
data on which the rate was based are obsolete. Productivity 
factors lower than the prevailing rate of inflation would lead 
to rate increases, which arc not appropriate. 

Today’s order, therefore, sets the productivity factor equal 
to the prevailing rate of inflation by suspending use of the 
“Gross Domestic Product Price Index minus productivity fac¬ 
tor X” formula until completion of a future review within three 
years. 

The price cap has been a key aspect of the Incentive-Based 
Regulatory Framework, which was adopted in 1989, replac¬ 
ing costof-service rate-setting.

Take the car back and have the 
mechanic recheck it under warranty 
of his work. Have him check the air 
gap between the rotor and the pickup 
coil in the distributor. It should be 
0.008 to 0.016 of an inch. Also, the 
pickup coil itself might be failing at 
certain temperatures as well as the 
igniter. Have the mechanic check the 
primary ignition system. Many prob¬ 
lems such as yours occur only after 
the engine compartment has 
reached its normal operating tem¬ 
perature which usually takes about 
20 minutes of highway driving. 

Bring your car to us, if the original 
mechanic can’t find the problem, and 
we’ll see what we can do.

Downtown 2000: 
Questions 
Answers 


The City offers us the fol¬ 
lowing answers to the most 
frequently asked questions 
about the Downtown 2000 re¬ 
vitalization project; 

What is Downtown 2000? 

Downtown 2000 is a four- 
part public improvement 
project designed to rehabili¬ 
tate and revitalize downtown 
Arcadia. The primary objec¬ 
tive is to improve the appear¬ 
ance and viability of down¬ 
town as a commercial district. 
The hope is to create an at¬ 
tractive area that will pa)vide 
enhanced opportunities for 
both businesses and resi¬ 
dents. 

What are the four ele¬ 
ments of Downtown 2000? 

1. A new streetscape de¬ 
sign and public infrastructure 
improvements for Hunting- 
ton Drive and First Avenue. 
(This is the construction work 
that is currently taking place.) 

2. A commercial facade 
rehabilitation program de¬ 
signed to assist businesses in 
making aesthetic improve¬ 
ments to commercial build¬ 
ings. 

3. A business retention 
and expansion program to 
help keep existing businesses 
in town, as well as attract new 
businesses. 

4. A marketing program 
to make the public aware of 
what Arcadia has to offer and 
why the City’s high quality of 
life would be beneficial to 


them. 

What kind of street im¬ 
provements will be made? 

Huntington Drive will re¬ 
ceive entry monuments, land¬ 
scaped planters, new side¬ 
walks, uplighted palm trees, 
traditionally styled pedestrian 
lights, specially designed 
seating areas, new directional 
signage and extensive land¬ 
scaping. 

First Avenue will also re¬ 
ceive most of the above 
amenities. In addition, on a 
small area of First Avenue, 
south of Huntington, traffic 
will be reduced to two travel 
lanes, one in each direction, 
with angled parking. 

Capital improvements 
such as resurfacing Hunting- 
ton Drive, new water mains, 
a new storm drain system and 
the conversion of street lights 
to a more energy efficient 
system are also being done 
concurrently with the Down¬ 
town 2000 streetscape im¬ 
provements. The expense as¬ 
sociated with this work is in¬ 
cluded in the project budget 
even though it would have to 
be done regardless of whether 
or not the City chose to pro¬ 
ceed with a new streetscape. 

Why is First Avenue being 
reduced to two lanes? 

During the conceptual 
phase of the project, it be¬ 
came apparent that the com¬ 
munity had a suong desire for 
more downtown parking. 


Furthermore, the con.sensus 
was to try and make a portion 
of First Avenue more pedes¬ 
trian-friendly and “intimate.” 
To accomplish this, angled 
parking was placed on First, 
which significantly increased 
the number of parking spaces. 
To accommodate the angled 
parking, it was necessary to 
redefine First Avenue as a 
“secondary arterial” as op¬ 
posed to a “major arterial,” 
and to add stop signs at three 
intersections (south of Hun¬ 
tington) to slow traffic down. 
The end result will hopefully 
allow motorists to better no¬ 
tice the retail establishments 
on First Avenue and be able 
to find a convenient parking 
space. At the same time, the 
street will appear smaller and 
activity will occur at a slower 
pace, both of which have 
proven to be more attractive 
to people interested in walk¬ 
ing on a downtown street. 

What if the stop signs dis¬ 
courage driving on First Av¬ 
enue at all? 

The City does not believe 
that all motor traffic will 
cease on First Avenue. It is 
more likely that it will be 
traveled most by people seek¬ 
ing to visit an establishment 
on the street or simply see 
what is located there versus 
drivers seeking a fast north/ 
south thoroughfare.

SAEC Under Fire Once Again

The proposed Santa 
Anita Entertainment Com¬ 
plex came to the floor of the 
Arcadia City Council at 
their January 2 meeting as 
Arcadia residents spoke out 
in favor and against the is¬ 
sue. 

Neighbors for Arcadia, a 
coalition of Arcadia resi¬ 
dents opposed to the com¬ 
plex asked council mem¬ 
bers to put the issue before 
voters. 

Dr. Robert Ellison, the 
group’s president, said that 
his organization had the 
“obligation and responsibil¬ 
ity” to put the complex on 
the ballot. 

“We want to see to it that 
every Arcadia resident has 
the chance to vote for a 
project of this magnitude,” 


he said. 

Ellison said that Neigh¬ 
bors for Arcadia is also col¬ 
lecting signatures for a peti¬ 
tion that will ask for the issue 
be placed on the ballot. 

City Clerk June Alford 
said that such a petition 
would need 3,9(X) people by 
January 12 in order to be 
placed on the April ballot. 

Ellison said that he would 
like the City Council to call a 
special election solely for the 
complex because he would 
not be able to meet the Janu¬ 
ary 12 deadline. 

“This is the second time 
we’ve asked them [the City 
Council]” said Jackie Sayre, 
Ellison’s secretary. 

Mayor Dennis Lojeski ex¬ 
pressed concern at the fiscal 
and legal matters behind call¬ 
ing a special election. 

“If they gather the correct 


number of signatures, who 
will pay,” Lxtjeski said. 

It is estimated that a spe¬ 
cial election could cost the 
city $50,000 to $60,00O.He 
also said that public hearings 
on the complex are taking 
place and questioned which 
would take precedent; the 
petition or the hearings. 

Ellison said that Neigh¬ 
bors for Arcadia is aware of 
the cost asking the City 
Council to put the issue on the 
ballot because they could do 
so at little additional cost. 

Cliff Goodridge. CEO of 
Santa Anita also spoke out on 
the complex. 

“I am here tonight in the 
hopes that the City Council 
will not put this on the ballot. 
There is a lot more to be heard 
on this issue,” Goodridge said. 

He emphasized the public 
hearings which are just as im¬ 


portant. 

Vince Foley agreed with 
Goodridge and questioned 
Neighbors for Arcadia for 
having the “obligation and re¬ 
sponsibility” to bring the is¬ 
sue to the ballot. 

He said that the group was 
not elected by voters as were 
City Council members. 

Drew Krynicki, also a 
member of Neighbors for 
Arcadia said that the enter¬ 
tainment complex was “the 
most important issue to come 
before Arcadia in recent 
years.” 

Sayre said that Neighbors 
for Arcadia is a “grassroots” 
organization formed last Au¬ 
gust whose funding come 
from member donations. 

Ellison said that the 
group’s next meeting will 
take place on January 12 at 
7:30 p.m. at the Glendale 


Federal Bank on south First 
Avenue in Arcadia. 

Also discussed at the 
meeting were openings for 
city council seats in the up¬ 
coming election. 

City Clerk June Alford 
said that two seats are open 
as well as Alford’s position. 
Nominations are due by 
January 12. 

Mayor Protempore Bar¬ 
bara Kuhn addressed a re¬ 
cent article published by 
Council Member Dr. Sheng 
Chang in the Chinese Daily 
News that said that he had 
worked hard while other 
council members were insen- 
sitive to the needs of 
Arcadia’s Asian community. 

Kuhn called Chang’s re¬ 
marks “offensive and insult¬ 
ing” and said that the entire 
council is working to benefit 
the city’s Asian residents.

A pastor 
told the story about he had just adopted a child of oriental 
decent. The pastor’s kindergarten aged son was proudly show¬ 
ing off the new baby to a friend. “Your new sister looks 
funny!” the friend exclaimed as he referred to the difference 
in skin color. Without hesitation, the boy said, “well, at least 
she doesn’t have spots!” The mother, overhearing the children, 
asked her son what he meant. The boy replied, “You and dad 
said my sister would be “a-dotted.” 


Unanswered 

Prayers 

Unanswered prayer. Perhaps it began when we prayed for 
a new bicycle or for the health of an old pet -- and the bike 
never arrived and the old dog died. With little attempts like 
these we began to approach God and began even then to ex¬ 
perience the brick wall, the deaf ear, the night stretching even 
deeper into darkness. Later on, the prayers became more adult, 
even more “holy” -- the conversation of someone loved, the 
end of a bad habit - and still the door was not opened. 

Then we began to wonder if God listens or even exists. 
Maybe the frightening question began to form in the back of 
our minds or hearts, is it possible that God is cruel'.^ The sus¬ 
picion grew but Jesus’ parable says that the Father does not 
hand out snakes instead of fish, scorpions when eggs had been 
asked for! When we raised our eyes from our private disap¬ 
pointments “ the lost job, the elusive lover — we saw a string 
of contemporary disasters stretching from Auschwitz to 
Bosnia. So many hands outstretched, so few filled: what kind 
of God is the Father? 





The miseries of our era, obvious and hidden, minor those 
of Jesus’ time, and still His message is the same: the Father is 
good and He only gives good gifts. Jesus goes farther, com¬ 
manding believers to constantly besiege the Father in prayer, 
asking, seeking, knocking. No matter what the Father does in 
response, we who do not give up praying are transformed. The 
asking makes the voice come from greater depths, the seek¬ 
ing clarifies and sharpens our vision, the persistent knocking 
develops muscles of the spirit which otherwise would have 
been flabby. » 

That great wise woman and teacher of prayer, Teresa of 
Avila, used to say that there were more tears shed over an¬ 
swered prayers than over unanswered ones. In her gently jok¬ 
ing way, Teresa was pointing to the gift which, though rarely 
asked for, is never refused. The gift which is to be prized be¬ 
yond all others because it connects us to the Giver Himself - 
- the Holy Spirit. He is the gift whom anyone with empty hands 
can receive, the love millions seek under a variety of names 
and faces, the God who waits to open the door, suddenly or 
slowly, at our insistent pounding. If we ask for Him first, we’ II 
see what we need. He is the best of the Father’s good gifts, 
the guaranteed answer. (From the Good Word)

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The passage above speaks of adoption. The word “adop¬ 
tion” comes from a Latin word which means to choose. Be¬ 
cause of the age of most children at adoption, the chcx)sing is 
left up to the parents alone. Scripture makes it clear that God 
has chosen us and not the other way around. Jesus said in John 
15, “You did not choose me, but 1 chose you and appointed 
you to go and bear fruit -- fruit that will last.” 

J Unless.you were actually adopted, you probably have not 
though much about it for yourself. If you had loving parents 
you would never want to be adopted out to another family. But 
if you were an orphan and sat in an orphanage on Christmas 
morning, you would long for anyone to come along and adopt 
you. That is the point of the adoption Paul speaks of in our 
text. Many sit back and are very satisfied with their position. 
They may not really notice that their father is really the devil 
who is only too glad to make them feel comfortable in their 
sins. It’s like those incredible stories of children who are 
abused terribly by their parents and yet they continue to love 
them and would never think of leaving. 

For the Christian it took the Law of God to show us that 
we had an undesirable father who was leading us to eternal 
destruction. All people are bom enemies of God because of 
sin. And so all people are in need of the adoption which Gtxl 
offers. We cannot earn a right to become a child of God be¬ 
cause we are born under the Law. Jesus Christ, born of a 
woman, was bom under the law as well. Like us Jesus was 
bom. But unlike any of us, Jesus was bt)rn without sin. No 
original sin. This was possible because of Jesus’ immaculate 
conception. And unlike any of us, Jesus committed no sin 
during His life. None in thought, none in word, none in deed. 
Jesus lived the perfect life. Jesus did all this for our behalf. 
He needed to offer the perfect sacrifice and so He suffered the 
humbleness of a stable birth and the temptations of Satin him¬ 
self. And so because Jesus died for us the way has been cleared 
for a full adoption by God for us.
